All Fotklife Festival events are free of ad- 
mission charge, a present to the people of the 
Paécific Northwest from the musicians who play 
at the Festival, and from several funding 
agencies, So, come down to the Center when you 
can. When you're at home, listen to the 
Festival on Krab. 


Krab's broadcast of the Folklife Festival is 
supported, in part, by a grant from the 
dashington State Arts Commission. 
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The international news has two specials coming 
up this month. On May 10, Tuesday, at 8 pm, we 
will present part two of last month's popular pro- 
gram on the Trilateral Commission, the elite pri- 
vate foreign policy organization funded by David 
Rockefeller with members from business, academic, 
and government circles in Japan, North America, and 
Western Europe. The Commission's stated purpose 
is to promote unified political and economic policy 
among these three regions, Its most prominent mem- 
ber, of course, has been Jimmy Carter, and last 
month we explored the role of the Commission in 
electing Carter and the role of elites in general 
in making foreign policy. 

This month, we will go into the merits of 
trilateralism itself as a foreign policy. Questions 
here include whether Japan, North America, and 
Western Europe have enough in common to act jointly, 
whether the three regions will instead grow more 
competitive over the next few years, and what tri- 
lateralism means to relations between industrial 
and third world nations. Prof. Don Hellmann of the 
University of Washington and Dr. James Huntley of 
Battelle Institute will join the news staff again 
this month as they did in last month's program, 

Then on Tuesday May 24, at 8 pm, the news will 
look into multinational corporate control of the 
world economy, particularly of third world nations. 
Entitled "Neither Taxation Nor Representation," 
this program will study charges that multinational 
corporations, instead of benefiting the third 
world countries they enter, are actually "under- 
developing" them. Of particular concern to the 
third world is the long term viability of the ex-, 
port economies which multinationals create, and of 
the extremely high debt which third world countries 
have entered into in attracting multinationals. 

Critics also charge that third world elites 
engage in "competition" to see who can provide the 
most attractive deal for multinationals, and often 
the effect of these competitive deals is increased 
oppression of workers and devastation of natural 
resources, The May 24 program will look into these 
and other questions of the emerging economic world 
order of multinational corporations.
